It is fact versus theory, sense tcr.sus sentt- 
incitt rcprcsctnecl in tlic arKuiiient of the 
California l-castic of Women \'otcrs opiKi.-iitiK 
the Woman’s National I’arty in the latter’s 
endeavors to have the ctptal rights ainend-| 
mcnl passid. 

Opposition to the propo>ed ctjual rights 
amendmeitt doc.i not prc.-.upposc any ohjee- 
tion to women's rights. Quite the contrary, 
the most enthusiastie opponents of the amend¬ 
ment are lined up against it because they 
consider it a menace rather than a boost to 
women’s rights. The right to considerate 
treatment made necessary by se.x limitations 
that arc beyond the power of law to remove, 
would be greatly jeopardized hy jiassage of 
the bill s])onsored by the feminist jiarty. 

The argument against the etpial rights 
amendment is well summed up in the follow¬ 
ing message from the California Civic League 
of Women'\'oiers: 

"The league believes that the result of the 
amendment would be to destroy all the pro¬ 
tective legislation now in force for women, for 
which the league has stood these many years. 

"The preponderant weight of legal opinion 
ill California which we have consulted, is to 
the effect that none of this protective Itgisla- 
tion could stand in the event of the passage 
of the amendment. At the least, there would 
be endless litigation in the interpretation of 
the effect of the anicndincnt on e.'dsting 
laws. 

"Such legal disabilities as still c.xist for 
women in the various states can best be re¬ 
moved by step-by-step legislation, in the 
opinion of tlie California League of \Vomen 
Voters. "Si>ccific bills for specific ills” is the 
only method apiiroved by the women of our 
group.”
